Natonal Conference Recommends the 
Formation of Local Bodies to 

_ Promote Wild Life Conservation 

It is a well recognized principle that, 
in a democracy, a law is difficult of 
énforcement unless it has behind it the 
forces of puble opinion. Tt is also a fact 
that public opinion is ineffective un- 
less it i9 organzed. 

One difficulty, with the laws protect- 
ing our resources in game and fur_ 
bearing @nimals has been that too fre- 
quently. the game wardens’ have not 


had the public behind them in the en- 
forcement of the Jaw. Accordingly in 


some districts, local socjeties have been 
formed to promote the protection of 
wild life. 

Such a society should be cemposed 
of sportemen and others interested in 
the objects of the association. It can 
perform valuable service by educating. 
public opinion, by supporting the game 
warderis, by recommending to the pro- 
voncial governmenta. improvements in 
the law and means by which the law 
may be better administered and by 


‘calling attention to infarctions and 


abuses. 
. Among societies already in existence 
may be mentioned the Essex County 
Wild Life Conservation association, the 
Sudbury District Game and Fish Pro- 
tective’ Association, the Petawawa 
Camp Fish and Game club, the Van- 
couver Angling and Game Association 
and the Vancouver Game club. , 
The National Conference, on. conser, 
vation of game, fur-bearing animals 
and other wild life at its meeting this 
year passed the tollowfhg resolution:

Losses from hail in Alberta are ex- 
pected to ttotal this year about $1,000- 
000, shared almost equally between the 
municipal hail insurance scheme and 
the straight line companies. The net 
loss is thought likely to be somewhat 
heavier than last year, a number of 
bad storms having swept portions of 
the grain country during the growing 
seqgson. 

The municipal hei] insurance board 
held a meeting in Calgary on Tuesday 
at which it was reported that the total 
insurance carried had been about $12- 
000,000 with osses of a little more 
than $500,000. The premium rate was 
fixed at six per cent, which will fig- 
ure out at forty_eight ents per acre 
for $8 insurance and 36 cents per acre 
for $6 insurance. Over 90 per cent of 
the insurance carried was at the $8 
rate. 

In the case of companies it Is stated 
that thirty per cent less insurance was 
written this year, because of the dry 
weather in the south and of the re- 
mainder anothor thirty per cent was 
cancelled. ;
